PREACH TO REACH EACH

The Church of God in Christ 
have produced some of the 
greatest preachers of this 
century. I am not speaking of 
men who preach or have 
preached for the sake of 
preaching only. My reference is 
to the profoundness of their 
messages; their style, their 
delivery, and their effectiveness. 


Whether or not we (the Church 
of God in Christ) consider 
preaching an art is not the 
question at this time. What is 
important is that it should be 
understood that the 
representatives of the Clergy 
should PREACH TO REACH 
EACH! 


have become somewhat 
disturbed because of the loose 
way we handle the term 


“preacher” or clergyman or man 
of the cloth. Certainly we must 
realize that our connotation or 
definition, if you prefer, of 
preaching leaves much to be 
desired. 


John Ruskin described preaching 
as: “Thirty minutes to raise the 
dead’ Now that was his idea. I 
wonder how many of us 
preachers actually preach to 
reach each. Our preaching must 
be on target or we have failed in 
our calling. Bishop Frederick D. 
Washington, one of the world’s 
foremost preachers contends 
that: “Soul business is the 
biggest business in the world.” 
How right he is. Not because he 
is a son of the Church of God in 
Christ, but because it is the 


. truth. 


Brother Preacher ask yourself, 
“What am I doing with the 
thirty minutes to an hour that I 
stand in the pulpit?” Take it 
from me, preaching that is on 
target will hit the mark. It WILL 
RAISE the dead. 


The secret of such preaching is, 
that it must be done with 
POWER. Power to raise the 
dead; power to resurrect dying 
humanity from the grave of sin 
and shame, is the unction by 
which God’s preacher delivers 
the Word. 


Harry Ward Beecher was once 
asked what he would do if he 
were sitting in a church and 
someone next to him fell asleep. 
His reply was that he would send 
someone up to the pulpit to 
awaken the preacher. 


There must be passion in 
preaching. There must be fire in 
the pulpit if there is to be fire in 
the pew. 


As aforementioned, the Church 
of God in Christ have had the 
good fortune of producing some 
of the best preachers that have 
lived from the time of Azusa 
street to the present. Men like 
the late Bishop Riley F. 
Williams, the late W. J. Taylor 
and the ever popular Bishop F. 
D. Washington are known for 
their prolific style. Of course, 
there are names too numerous to 
mention here. 


Perhaps I should not say it, but 
all preachers should read about 
other preachers--the great 
preachers of Christianity. We 
should discover what elements 
helped to make them great. I am 
not so much bothered to think 
in terms of greatness necessarily, 
because it should be the 
responsibility of every preacher 
to educate himself to 
communicate the Gospel in such 
a way that touches the heart, 
soul, and body of the world. 
This is the kind of preaching 
that isn’t just for the sake of 
preaching. 


Today’s preacher must become 
involved with the biblical 
witness. This is the kind of 
preaching that changes people 
for the sake of Christ. Too many 
of us depend upon “record” 
sermons by other preachers and 
much of it has little relevance to 
the Bible. A truly great sermon 
is immersed in the Word of God. 


By now some of you have 
concluded that the Holy Ghost 
will do it all. Perish the thought! 
You must do something too. 
You say the Lord called you. If 
that is true then you have to 
make some preparation to be 
used by the “Holy Ghost”. 
Remember the disciples had to 
tarry before the Holy Ghost 
came. God didn’t just “dowse” 
them. The preparation was made 
with and through prayer which 
is the supreme means of bringing 
heaven down. 


A well-thought-out sermon with 
an outline or structure doesn’t 
mean that God cannot use you. 
There must be connecting and 
correlating in the development 
of great sermons. It requires 
clear thinking. Haphazard 
preaching produces negative 
results. There should be clear 
points made. It should make 
sense to you. If it doesn’t, go 
back and re-think your thinking. 
Don’t expect others to be 
convinced if you are not. It is 
only after you are convinced, 
that the Holy Ghost can use you 
and your preaching to get on 
target. 


Stories and anecdotes help to 
make sermons more effective. 
Avoid worn out cliches and racy 
tales that we hear others use.

Dear Co-laborer: 


Greetings in the name of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


I have striven diligently to unselfishly lead our Church for the past 
twelve years. I have been honest in all of my dealings and I am 
not ashamed of my past performance because no man can 
truthfully say that I have been dishonest with the Church’s funds 
nor have I, intentionally, ill-treated anyone. If I Have made any 
mistakes, they have been honest ones and if I am made aware of 
them, I will humbly apologize and make restitution. 


Every project I have undertaken has been in the interest of the 
General Church and not for personal aggrandizement. For the 
past several years I have been trying to get the members of the 
Church to cooperate with me in the God-given vision of Saints 
Center. We have, through the support of a few of us, been able to 
purchase about seventy (70%) percent of the land needed for this 
development. It is, however, very crucial that we purchase, 
immediately, the remaining needed properties, especially since 
developers are concentrating on purchasing the same property we 
need. 


The thing, however, that makes it more crucial that we act at this 
time is some of the land we acquired was purchased from the 
Memphis Housing Authority with the understanding that we 
would make use of the land as we proposed within a certain time 
limit. That time limit has been revised several times and has 
presently expired. Thtrefore, we will either have to make use of 
the land now, or return it to the Memphis Housing Authority. 


I cannot build and develop Saints Center alone, neither can you. 
However, if each of us wduld do all we can for the expansion of 
the Lord’s work it would be a very easy task. As I am writing this 
letter I hear the air-hammers cutting out the concrete floor for 
updated fire escapes in our downtown headquarters, that we are 
in the process of renovating for the use of our “All Saints 
University” we hope to open in the not too distant future. 


The latest effort for fund raising put forth in our Church is a 
request for at least five-thousand (5,000) individuals or 
congregations, to donate one-hundred ($100.00) dollars per 
month for twelve (12) months. 


I am begging you to please be one of these regular 
contributors, whether monthly or weekly, with whatever amount 
you are able to send. I do, however, hope you understand that 
conttibutions have to be CONSISTENT and NOW. Make all 
checks payable to CHURCH OF GOD IN CHRIST - SAINTS 
CENTER.

MARK OF THE BEAST 


Excerpts from the sermon 
“The Man of Sin” by Elder 
Eddie Southerland, 
September 18, 1977 at the 
Greater Love Church of 
God in Christ, Mt. Vernon, 
Illinois. 


Daniel the 7th chapter, verses 1 
through 8, narrows it down that, 
that strange man out there, the 
man of sin, will come out of one 
of ten nations. The 8th verse: “I 
considered the homs, and, 
behold, there came up another 
little horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns 
plucked up by the roots: and, 
behold, in this horn were eyes 
like the eyes of man, and a 
mouth speaking great things.” 
Daniel 7:8 just helps us to locate 
the man. He’s coming out of one 
of ten nations. 


When you read Daniel, the 8th 
chapter, brings it just a little bit 
closer. It tells us about a ram 
and a he goat. This he goat hada 
notable horn. That was the 
kingdom of Greece and 
Alexander the Great, the leader 
of that nation. Then it says this 
he goat destroys the ram, but his 
hom is broken and four more 
come up in place of it. So, this 
narrows it down from ten 
kingdoms to four kingdoms. The 
four kingdoms are Greece, 
Turkey, Egypt and Syria. One of 
these four Daniel 8 just helps us 
to locate it a little bit better. 


When we read Isaiah 14:25, it 
really names him. It tells you 
which of the four. This man will 
be a citizen of the nation of 
Syria. One of the nations we’re 
having a lot of trouble with 
today. 


When you read some more you'll 
see in Revelations chapter 13: 
“And I stood upon the sand of 
the sea, and saw a beast rise up 
out of the sea, having seven 
heads and ten horns, and upon 
his homs ten crowns, and upon 


his heads the name of 
blasphemy. Now that’s the man. 
That 7 heads just tells us what 
time in history he comes on the 
scene. The 10 horns describes 
what time he comes into power. 
This beast that comes up out of 
the sea is not an animal beast, 
but he’s the man we’re talking 
about tonight. It says he has the 
spirit of a leopard. 


Then it goes on in Revelations 
13:7 it says: “And it was given 
unto him to make war with the 
saints and to overcome them: 
and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and 
nations.”” I want to make that 
clear. Those SAINTS he makes 
war with WON’T BE US, 
because, we'll be gone. But 
during the tribulation-this may 
surprise some of you--there are 4 
billion people on earth today 
and almost half of the world’s 
population have not heard the 
name of Jesus one time. During 
the tribulation, those persons 
who have not heard the gospel 
of Christ, the angels will preach 
the gospel to them. They will go 
into nooks and comers where no 
man has ever reached and many 
of them will be converted. There 
will be converts during the 
tribulation. Not you, this is your 
chance now. If you miss this, 
you’re finished. You won’t have 
a second chance. If you hear the 
gospel today and don’t get 
saved, you’re finished. 


When the tribulation begins, 
you'll be destroyed, cut up and 
busted and thrown off roofs and 
throat cut and thrown into wild 
beast. Many people have not 
heard the gospel and the rapture 
will take place before we get the 
message to them, and therefore 
the angels will preach the gospel. 
Many will believe; those who are 
converted will be called Saints. 
They will have to die for their 
faith, sawed open, neck popped 
open, stabbed in the chest and

I Timothy 3:1 says that if a man 
desires the office of a bishop, he 
desires a good work.

The desire for leadership, 
however, must be a desire for 
work. To genuinely desire the 
office of a leader is to desire the 
work of a leader. The work ofa 
leader is good work. It is a good 
work to desire. Hence, aspiring 
leaders in the Church of God in 
Christ should have a desire to 
work. 


While it is true that the desire 
for positions of leadership 
should be a desire for work, 
work is not what many desire. A 
desire for the work of leadership 
is many times substituted with a 
desire for the popularity of 
leadership or the privileges of 
leadership. The mere desire for 
fame and fortune is an evil 
desire. It is a selfish desire-a 
desire to be seen, approved and 
applauded of men. God does not 
honor such desires, for they are 
carnal desires--desires that spring 


forth from unredeemed flesh, 
and not from redeemed hearts. 


Right desires come from a heart 
that’s right. A right heart 
delights itself in God. And God 
delights himself in a heart that is 
right with him. This delighting, 
on both parts, will cause the 
righteous heart to go right to the 
top. 


Herein lies the lane to 
leadership. David traveled along 
this lane. Because his heart 
sought after God, God sought 
after him. “The Lord hath 
sought him a man after his own 
heart,...and hath commanded 
him to be captain over his 
people” (I Sam.

NATIONAL PLAN TO SAVE THE FAMILY 


On June 18, 1971, at the First 
Annual Congressional Black 
Caucus Dinner, Ossie Davis, the 
keynote speaker, challenged the 
political leaders to come up with 
a plan of action, a Black 10 
Commandments, that would in 
essence lead to the salvation of 
the black family and _ black 
America in general. In response, 
ten years later, to that challenge, 
the Congressional Black Caucus 
(CBC) organized the National 
Black Leadership Round Table, 
consisting of several business, 


labor, education, religious, 
media, legal and civil rights 
persons. Together they 


participated in the development 
of a “Plan For the Unity, 
Survival, and Progress of Black 
People.” 


The content of this Black 
Family Leadership plan _ is 
three-fold. 1. It sets down basic 
rules by which Black Americans 
can live. 2. It calls for the 
establishment of a Black 
Development Fund-a national 
movement to financially support 
Black organizations or 
institutions on a regular basis. 3. 
It provides a set of instructions 
for every major form of 
organization within the black 
community. 


Included in the Plan, of course, 
are operating instructions for the 
black church, whose mission is 
described as promoting, 
cultivating and preserving the 
spiritual welfare of black people. 
The specific action steps are 
outlined below. 


1. Be the primary means by 
which black people find the 
Spiritual strength and 
understanding to be effective 
moral agents in their quest for 
freedom and justice.

2. Highlight and promote 
contributions to the Black 
Development Fund on a 
monthly basis. 


3. Organize and implement voter 
registration and get-out-to-vote 
drives. 


4. Support and participate in 
other black organizations’ 
selective patronage and picketing 
activities. 


5. Make available religious 
sanctuary provisions of the law. 


6. Interpret issues and news 
events in light of the impact on 
black people. 


7. Insure that participation in 
political, economic, and social 
activism is encouraged and is a 
part of the religious experience. 


8. Programmatically present the 
For Black Unity, 
Survival, and Progress.” 


a. Support the black church 

b. Protect the elderly and 
support the youth 

c. excel in education 

d. oppose crime 


e. contribute to the Black 
Development Fund 

f. buy and bank black 

g. register and vote 

h. hold your elected officials 
accountable 

i. Support black family and 
community life

media 

k. secure and defend the black 
community 

1. support Mother Africa and 
Caribbean nations 


9. Insure that members 
understand the nature and role 
of the Congressional Black 
Caucus, who coordinate 
implementation of THE PLAN, 
and the National Black 
Leadership Round Table, and 
Black Leadership Forum, both 
of which serves as the policy 
group of ultimate authority for 
THE PLAN. 


10. Welcome and _ include 
members of black awareness of 
their role in the’ black 
community or the Family Plan. 
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Jesse, a man after mine own 
heart, which shall fulfill all my 
will (Acts. 13:22.) 


So it is the heart that rises to 
God which rises to positions of 
leadership. When one sets their 
love upon God, he honors or 
exalts them (Ps. 9:14.) For 
lovers of God make Good 
leaders of people. 


Nehemiah is a good example of 
this. He was not self-seeking, but 
God seeking (Neh. 1:4-11.) He 
forfeited his position as the 
king’s cupbearer to serve his 
people, in rebuilding the city of 
Jerusalem. By humbling himself 
as a servant he was exalted to 
the position of Governor. God 
used him as a leader because he 
sought the welfare of the people 
(Neh. 2:10.) 


Several lessons can be learned 
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here for those aspiring to 
leadership. First of all, do more 
than desiring to lead. Desire to 
work. Have a mind to work 
(Neh. 4:6.) God’s leaders are 
those who have worked 
themselves to the top. They have 
proved themselves faithful in the 
small things, and God has made 
them leaders over much. 


Secondly, do not seek an office 
in order to serve. Serving first 
leads to being put in office later. 
One preacher put it this way, 
“Function (serve) and definition 
(titles) will follow.’’ The words 
of Jesus say it all, “Whosoever 
will be great among you, let him 
be your minister; and whosoever 
will be chief among you, let him 
be your servant” (Mt. 20:26, 
20)

Not too long after building the 
church many of the members he 
pastored in Houston, Texas 
moved here because they loved 
the manner in which the gospel 
was preached without 
compromise. His mother who 
was drawn to the Lord by the 
preaching of her son, along with 
Samuel’s father and the rest of 
the family moved to Oakland. 
Perhaps it would interest you to 
know that Pastor Harrison 
introduced the first guitar to the 
church, in the tum of this 
century musical instruments had 
not been introduced to the 
church. When Samuel Willie 
began to play the guitar and sing 
he was laughed at and his guitar 
was called a starvation box. One 
of his favorite songs we 
remember so well was, “Living 
He loved me, dying He saved, 
buried He carried my sins far 
away, Rising He justified me 
freely forever, One day he is 
coming, O. glorious day.” 
Another joy was added to the 
heart of pastor Harrison because 
his father accepted the Lord 
before he passed away. 


Samuel Willie pastored the 
church in Oakland, California 
fifty six years. In the sixties his 
strength began to fail and 
associate ministers kept the 
flock nourished. His heart began 
to fail and he became weak in 
his body. This grieved him and 
caused him to become very 
depressed. It was suggested that 
he resign and be given the title 
of emeritus pastor. He was 
faithful as long as his strength 
urged him to press on. Very few 
Sundays did he miss a service. 


One of the last sermons he 
preached I quote the words as 
they came forth from him under 
the anointing. His subject was 
“Everything In You Got to 
Come Out.” If you _ have 
anything in you unlike God it 
must come out. The heart must 
be right before God. “Ask God 
to forgive you.” I do not know 
what the Lord is going to do? 
This thing is serious; There is no 
God in the schools. You can’t 
please God in the flesh. You are 
building the foundation,” “Jesus 
Christ is the Corner Stone.” You 
are to help those who don’t 
understand. Too many have left 
the faith and joined something 
else, many have perished. Paul 
preached in Samaria, ““Obey God 
in everything, yield yourself to 
Him.”’ He will make friends for 
you. Teach your children at 
home about God. Christ did not 
teach the children to repent. He 
said ‘‘Suffer the little children to 


come unto Me” and forbid them 
not, for of such is the Kingdom 
of heaven (God). God will sow 
seed in the youths...Remember 
we are to train up a child in the 
way they should go. Children 
you are to obey your parents 
that your days may be long 
upon the land (Eph. 6:1-3), God 
does not call us without giving 
us something to do. Parents you 
are saved and your children are 
running wild. Wives and 
husbands saved but your 
children are a breach, careless 
and unconcerned. The Word of 
God can’t be mixed up. What are 
you saved parents going to do? 
Be concerned, pray and wait on 
God. Pray earnestly and 
seriously that the power of 
wickedness be cast out. Study 
your Bible so you will know 
right from wrong. “‘Follow peace 
with all men, and _ without 
holiness no man shall see the 
Lord’’ (Heb. 12:14). 


No matter what church you 
belong to, Christ hung on the 
cross between two thieves, and 
died to seal our _ salvation 
(redemption). Honour One 
Lord, One God, not three. (Eph. 
4:5). I have lived here and 
preached and have not pressed 
you for a dollar. God has let me 
live and be an example to you. | 
have rushed expecting mothers 
to the hospital in the early hours 
of the moming. Some come to 
town and will not come near the 
church. Don’t get mad because I 
recognize Christ as the Head of 
the body...There will be no split 
in the Holy City. Many folk 
don’t have the Holy Spirit 
anymore. When you have it, it 
works unity in you. Kingdom 
building on the street is not like 
house building...You can’t go 
before God with anything in 
your heart. There is no promise 
in the Bible that we are going to 
heaven. (Rev. 21:22.) Christ 
went to prepare a place for His 
children. He said, in My Father’s 
house there are many 
mansions...You are careless 
about the Word of God. I would 
that you children observe the 
Word of God, taught to you in 
Sunday School...Don’t let 
anomosity get into your hearts, 
love your enemies. You can’t 
please God unless you do. If it 
was not possible God would not 
have said it. 


Friendship with the world is 
enmity with God. Christ in you 
is the hope of Glory (I Cor. 
1:12). Christ is not divided. 
Sixty years after Christ 
ascended, people were running 
after preachers. No 
denomination is laid upon the 
foundation Christ laid. Christ 
laid our human _ expressions 
down on His way to heaven. 
There is no place in the Word of 
God which says there are two 
roads that lead to heaven (Isa. 
28:16). “Behold I lay in Zion a 
foundation, a Stone a_ tried 
Stone, a precious Comer Stone, 
a sure Foundation, He _ that 
believeth shall not make haste.” 
The Foundation of God stands 
sure...Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners 
but fellow citizens with the 
saints and of the household of 
God and built upon the apostles 
and prophets (Eph. 2:19, 20). 


Few preachers are preaching 
repentance. Every religion 
declares that they are right. 
Good living does not save us, but 
the preaching of true repentance 
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does. Some of you are careless 
about telling the truth. Don’t let 
money be involved, you will lie. 
When you are saved you will not 
lie anymore. When you are saved 
you will not be bothered with 
careless people. Many have let 
downs and can’t get a prayer 
through. The True unadultrated 
gospel has never been popular. 


This great giant of the gospel 
was overseer of Washington and 
Oregon for a short time. He was 
not only a shepherd to one 
flock, but evangelized 
throughout the States as well as 
in Mexico, and parts of Canada. 
He supported Missions in foreign 
fields such as Alaska, Asia, Haiti, 
Phillippines, South India as well 
as missionaries and evangelists in 
our States. 


He has asked the question many 
times “Will you go before God 
empty handed?” 


He has fought a good fight, a 
reward is given by God to the 
one who has endured to the end. 


We have lost the oldest patriot 
of the great Church of God in 
Christ Nevertheless his works 
will stand until the Lord gives 
out the reward for the work 
which has been done to help the 
kingdom to come on earth. 
Amen and Amen.

THE APOSTLE PAUL, IN I 
THESSALONIANS 2:14 
SPEAKS ABOUT ‘THE 
CHURCHES OF GOD IN 
CHRIST.” HE SAYS: 

‘‘For ye, brethren, became 
followers of THE CHURCHES 
OF GOD which in Judaea are IN 
CHRIST Jesus: for ye also have 
suffered like things of your own 
countrymen, even as they have 
of the Jews.” 


HE GIVES US THE LOCATION

The Scripture I gave you, 
Revelations 14:6, 7 is the ones 
that teaches where the angels 
preach the gospel and get 
converts. Revelation 14:9 
through 11, states while the man 
is putting his mark on the 
people, God will send an angel 
to fly through-fly low over the 
earth. The angel will cry out DO 
NOT RECEIVE THE MARK OF

‘““PREACH TO REACH 
EACH” 
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Who needs a ‘‘copy-cat” 
preacher anyway? A _ good 
illustrative story often helps 
people to get a _ better 
understanding and it helps to 
drive home the point intended. 
The best example was Jesus. He 
used parables or “stories”, not 
the “doctrine according to me” 


approach, to preach his greatest. 


sermons. 


It should be said here that great 
preachers are students of 
language. I cannot imagine 
myself not using metaphors, 
similies, and puns to make a 
sermon live. These are 
descriptive and full of verve and 
gusto. Word power can _ be 
preaching power when it is not 
used improperly. Bishop F. D. 
Washington is one of the great 
exponents of this style. What 
makes our Presiding Bishop the 
speaker and orator that he is? 
Simply this. No one says what 
Bishop Patterson says the way 
he says it. Consequently, you 
and I sit with rapt attention. 


Another great tool, especially 
for the Black preacher is 
repetition. The late Sandy Ray 
of New York City, Dr. E. V. 
Hill, Dr. Gardner C. Taylor and 


the Drum Major, Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.; black 
preachers--though not Church 


of God in Christ, knew how to 
leave that indelible impression 
on the hearers by using phrases 
that pulsate in the breast. Don’t 
be afraid to use your theme. Let 
it haunt effectively throughout 
the sermon and it will engrave its 
message on the hearers’ mind. 


Clowns belong in the circus. You 
should not be a “jumping-jack” 
either. Make your sermon live 
but not to the extent that your 
dramatics resemble a theatrical 
performance for which you feel 
an award of some sort is due. 


Now in my conclusion, I must 
refer to my second paragraph. 
Yes, preaching is somewhat of 
an art, and even more So, 
depending on the person. 
Preachers that wish to improve 
their preaching and who wish to 
be great themselves, must spend 
years developing, studying, 
listening, reading, and yes, even 
imitating other preachers. In 
time, your own style will come 
out. Meanwhile, remember the 
words of the Apostle Paul in 1 
Cor. 1:17, “‘For Christ sent me 
not to baptise, but to preach the 
Gospel...’’ He was not 
condemning true eloquence and 
just reasoning, but to rebuke the 
vain parade, the _ glittering 
ornaments, and dazzling rhetoric 
that were the objects of so much 
esteem in Greece.

The workshop presenters 


stressed the importance of 
salvation on their jobs. They 
made the presentations as 
interesting as possible by 
showing films, demonstrating 
their job-related responsibilities, 
and entertaining questions. In 
the music workshop, for 
example, a mini-concert of 
classical and gospel music was 
performed. In the secretarial 
workshop, a court reporter was 
present to record and transcribe 
the proceedings. 


Two workshops, ‘How to Start, 
Finance and Manage a Small 
Business”’ and ‘“‘Accounting and 
Finance for Pastors, Trustees, 
and Church Workers”, were so 
informative that participants 
requested the presenter to hold 
the workshop again for a full 
day. The first Workshop 
consisted of reviewing the steps 
of developing a business plan. 
The second workshop consisted 
of reviewing the steps of setting 
up books and recording church 
transactions. Both workshops, 
which usually cost $95 to $150 
per person, were offered free of 
charge to Career Day 
participants. 


Continuous counseling was made 
available throughout the 
workshop sessions. Participants 
had an opportunity to 
personally consult with the 
presenters and obtain more 
details or gather additional 
materials about a specific career 
area. 


Each represented career had an 
educational display in the 
exhibit area. The medical career 
area exhibited two perfused 
kidneys. The Christian Ministries 
Career area displayed pictures of 
COGIC missions in Liberia and 
Haiti. The music career area 
featured large pictures of black 
musicians, and _ various 
instruments, with records of the 
Clark Sisters playing in the 
background. The Secretarial 
Career area exhibited a word 
processor, a court reporting 
machine, and a typewriter. All 
of the exhibits, including the 
ones not mentioned, were of the 
highest caliber. 


Perhaps the most unique feature 
of the exhibits was the computer

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worshipped. So that he as God, 
setteth in the temple of God, 
showing himself that he is God. 
“T’m God, worship me.” He’s a 
bad rascal. Remember verse 6: 
“And now ye know what 
withholdeth that he might be 
revealed in his time.’’ 
Somebody’s holding that man 
back. He’s alive now, he cannot 
come into power because the 
Holy Ghost is holding him back. 
This man is looking on the word 
scene today, waiting his time, 
the Holy Ghost is holding him 
back. 


I'll tell you why, just briefly, to 
give you a chance to get yourself 
straight with God. God has been 
merciful to you for a long time. 


Verse 7: “For the mystery of 
iniquity doth already work: only 
he who now letteth’’-that letteth 
means hinder-“will let,”’ until he 
be taken out of the way. That he 
is the Holy Ghost, Ill explain 
that shortly. 


Jesus, in the third Heaven, 
higher than any spaceship can 
ever go,-when the Father gives 
Jesus the signal that it’s time to 
come down and catch away the 
Holy people-Jesus will step 
down from the throne of His 
Father and make His way 
through the golden streets of 
Paradise. When He does that the 
angels will know it’s time now 
and a great host of angels will 
follow behind Him, way up in 
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Paradise. The arch angel will 


‘pick up the trumpet. There will 


be Jesus, a host of angels and the 
arch angel on their way out. 


We won’t know it. There will be 
no sign in the sky; there'll be no 
warning; everything will be as 
normal.

When 
you read Revelation 16, those 
last three verses shows that God 
is going to get angry, because 
when you say “no” to Jesus, 
you have insulted God.

prior to the altar call, Elder 
Southerland gave this wise 
conclusion: I’ve found out 
something, if you WANT to be 
saved, NOBODY can stop you. 
If you WANT to go with Jesus, 
can’t NOBODY tum you 
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around. If you DON’T WANT to 
backslide, NOBODY can make 
you backslide.
